The Nation, in'a dispassionate article on 
“ Finance in the Canvass, 
shows that 
while the Republicans have by no means 
been as explicit as they ought to have been 
on this issue, yet that the presumption 
from their past record favors the belief that 
they can be trusted to be “ tolerably sane 
“ and conservative in financial m atters.” 
The Democrats, it thinks, are altogether 
unreliable in this regard. 
After showing 
that their declaration in favor of “ honest 
“ m oney” really means anything or noth­ 
ing, the Nation considers the various mis­ 
chievous propositions with which the Dem­ 
ocrats have identified themselves more or 
less generally.

The Nation, referring to the petition 
of Federal officials while a Presidential 
campaign is proceeding, observes : 
“ The 
“ time will come when the American peo- 
“ pie will look back with horror to their 
“ perm itting or authorizing the agony of 
“ suspense and anxiety in which tens of 
“ thousands of persons in their employ pass 
“ the six months previous to the Presideu- 
“ tial election. 
The mere barbarity of the 
“ thiDg, even if it worked no injury to the 
‘ state, ought to condemu it in the eyes of 
‘any Christian, or even civilized people. No 
“ Government which allows an efficient and 
“ upright servant tobe toi turod before every 
“ election in order to make the politicians’ 
“ game more exciting ought in our day to 
“ call itself enlightened—without a cer- 
“ taiu bashfulness 
of 
manner, at ail 
“ events.” 
This is a view which is seldom 
taken, aud the fact th at it is not more 
generally perceived is of itself a standing 
proof of the hardening and demoralizing 
effect of partisan polities upon the public 
mind. 
Every four years we condemn 
nearly a hundred thousand citizens to the 
torture described by 
the Notion, and

The struggle in Ohio is apparently as 
fierce as iu Icdiaua.

The average

And there are some 
drawbacks to the arrangement, though 
whether they deserve to be regarded as 
formidable will depend upon individual 
opinion largely. 
All projects which tend 
to cultivate dependence upon some external 
agency, tend, to the same extent, to 
weaken self-reliance. 
Experience abun­ 
dantly proves th at the best way to make 
men self-sustaining is to compel them 
to 
depend 
entirely 
upon 
their 
own 
resources. 
W hen by any patent method 
some of the contingencies of life are 
provided against, and the necessity for 
present exertion in regard to them is 
obviated, the inclination to put forth so 
much energy is destroyed or weakened. 
In the case of insurance the provident dis­ 
position may be thus diminished, and too 
much reliance be placed upon the artificial 
prop. 
W hen, however, we consider the 
extreme uncertainty of life, and the fre­ 
quent futility of the bcst-ordercd arrange­ 
ments, we must conclude th at the advan­ 
tages of mutual-aid schemes more than coun­ 
terbalance their disadvantages, and th at 
the benefits they produce are worth all the 
risks incurred in securing them. 
The mu­ 
tual-aid system is necessarily temporary, 
as we have indicated, but it will no doubt 
remain practicable for many years, and 
there is no sufficient reason why the Good 
Templars should not avail themselves of the 
principle for the good of their Order.

THE 
GEORGIA 
ELECTION. 


The Georgia election has resulted tn the 
election of Colquitt for Governor, by a 
m ajority of 40,000 or 50,000. 
There were 
some eurious and 
interesting 
features 
about this Georgia canvass. 
The contest 
was between two wings of tho State Dem­ 
ocracy. 
There was no Republican ticket 
in the field, but tho greater number of the 
negroes voted for Colquitt, who had showu 
himself well disposed toward them. 
Tho 
fact th at the Democrats aud tho negroes 
w ere divided did much to insure a fair elec­ 
tion, for the w hite men on both sides sav.- 
to it th a t the negroes who voted their 
tick et had fair play. 
Of course this elec­ 
tion does not afford any indication as to the 
vote next month, nor indeed is any such 
indication needed. 
The voto of Georgia 
will be counted for Hanoook beyond a 
question, and on th at occasion there will 
be no disposition to let Republican colored 
voters indulge their desire of plumping for 
■Garfield. 


Now let us see w hat these State plat­ 
forms show. 
The Democrats of Indiana, 
in 1880, resolved that “ paper money, like 
“ coin, should be provided by the United 
“ States.” 
The Michigan Democrats, in 
1879, fused with the Greenbackers, and 
resolved th at “ all rnouey, whether paper 
“ or metallic, shall be issued by the Gen- 
“ eral Government,” and th at “ green- 
“ backs shall be substituted in place of 
“ uational bank bills.” The Democrats of 
Ohio iu 1879 demanded “ the gradual sub- 
“ stitution of Treasury notes for national 
“ bank currency.” The Vermont Demo- 
crat3 in 1878 said “ W e oppose the present 
“ national banking system and recommend 
“ the gradual substitution of greenbacks 
“ for national bank bills.” 
The Demo­ 
crats of Tennessee, 
Pennsylvania, New 
Hampshire, Missouri, 
Kansas, 
Indiana, 
Illinois and 
Connecticut have adopted 
similar platforms within the past two 
years. 
It is, therefore, a just and rational 
assumption that this financial policy would 
be pursued by tho Democracy if it gained 
control 
of 
the 
Government, 
and, 
indeed, 
in 
the 
face 
of 
these facts 
it 
would 
be 
absurd 
to 
doubt 
it. 
The financial policy of the Demo­ 
cratic party consequently is less dubious 
than the Nation seems to think, nor can 
its silence on financial issues in the present 
canvass be regarded as indicating the oc­ 
currence of any change in the positions it 
has hitherto occupied on these questions. 
W e might indeed go much further back in 
our examination of its record, and show 
that all its tendencies have been compati­ 
ble with a full acceptation of the moat pro­ 
nounced Greenback theories. 
The Green­ 
backers, iu fact, derive all their ideas from 
Democratic sources, and thc-y only under­ 
took to start a party ot their own be­ 
cause they thought their late colleagues 
were too slow in carrying out their finan­ 
cial views. 
We cannot, therefore, indorse 
the Nation's assertion th at the Democrats 
have no financial programme. They have 
one, and it is a very bad one. 
The 
analysis of their positions makes it much 
clearer than tho Nation has done that 
business men can repose no confidence in 
them, bnt on the contrary innst apprehend 
serions financial convulsions from their 
political success. 
They have earned the 
reputation of being opposed to resumption 
aud to the honest discharge of the national 
obligations, and it will not do to forget 
this now, however much they may wish to 
have it forgotten and covered up. 
I t is 
under them alone th at fiat money, reckless 
inflation, repudiation, expulsion of coin, 
and all the evils advocated by the Green- 
backers, would have a chance of success, 
for all their past history shows them to be 
well-disposed to measures of this character, 
and utterly unfit to be trusted with the 
control of the national finance. 


OSTRACISM 
AS A POLITICAL 
WEAPON. 


Governor Perry, of 
South Carolina, 
recently wrote a letter to the Darlington 
(S. O.) Southerner, from which we extract 
the following rem arks : “ The poor, miser- 
“ able, unprincipled white man who tries to 
“ restore the Radical party to power in South 
“ Carolina should be socially ostracised, 
“ and not even spoken to on the streets. 
“ The colored man should be told th at his 
“ leaders are making a tool of him only to 
“ gratify their pitiable ambition, and to 
“ have a chance of stealing his 
hard 
“ earnings. 
He should be told, 
too, 
“ that if he will vote to put negroes and 
“ scoundrels into office and power, no 
“ honorable Democrat will employ him in 
“ anyw ay. 
This should be resolved on 
“ and adhered to throughout the State— 
“ social ostracism for the ichite man, and no 
"employment fo r the colored man.” 
Un­ 
happily it is only too notorious th at both 
these methods have been employed a t the 
South, and to the fullest possible extent. 
It appears to be beyond the capacity of 
the Southern mind to realize th at the 
use of such methods is equivalent to the 
employment of 
intim idation 
or force. 
They say, we will not shoot or whip the 
negro as formerly ; we will merely th reat­ 
en him with starvation. 
If the negroes 
were in a position to retaliate in kind, and 
if they were to refuse to do any work for 
the planters who hold this language to­ 
ward them, the Democrats would ob­ 
tain a realizing sense of the nature of the 
intolerance they practice. 
All pretense of 
free choice 
in 
politics 
is 
of course 
neutralized by the adoption of such argu­ 
ments as ostracism and the refusal of em­ 
ployment. 
These are only other way6 of 
suppressing the franchise, and in the case 
of the negroes they are probably as effect­ 
ual as bulldozing. 
The naive way in 
which Governor Perry classes all possible 
Radicals as necessarily “ rogues and scoun- 
“ d rels” is also characteristic, and shows 
how iucapable he and his class are of rea­ 
soning on party|politics. Sectionalism con­ 
trols them absolutely, in fact, and they 
refuse to recognize any good in those who 
will not think as they do, and support their 
theories. 
“ Ostracism for the w hitem an, 
“ and no employment for the colored man,” 
is their notion of politics. 
It is essentially 
identical with that of the old English Tory 
landlords who used to tu ra their tenants 
out of their holdings unless they voted as 
they were ordered. 
There 
is nothing 
American about it, and nothing free.

LETTER. 


The publication of the letter which 
Lieutenant De Long wrote on the Jean­ 
nette thirteen months ago does not afford 
any clue to her subsequent course, or ally 
basis for conjecture as to her present posi­ 
tion. 
The New York Herald affects to see 
in it cause for congratulation, but all th at 
it appears to suggest is that almost any­ 
thing may have 
happened in thirteen 
months, and th at snch a communication 
might as well not havo been w ritten as to 
be so long on the road. 
It is true th at no 
unfavorable augury can bo drawn from it. 
All th at can trnly be alleged is that it tells 
us nothing. 
The fate of the Jeannette is 
as completely wrapped in mystery as ever, 
and though it may be prem ature to indulge 
in apprehensions as to her safety, it is cer­ 
tain th at in a short time fears will be jus- 
titled if the silence remains unbroken. 


Con ven l Ion o f S h ip o w n e rs n u il M e rch a n ts. 
Boston, October 7th.—A t the Convention 
of shipowners and merchants to-day, W. H. 
Lincoln, from the committee to which was re­ 
ferred the resolution and bill relating to the 
shipment and discharge of seamen, reported, 
recommending the passiug of the bill with an 
amendment providing that the first and sec­ 
ond officers, as well as captains, of American 
ships be Americans, making a technical 
change in the clause relative to the discharge 
of seamen in foreign ports, and an amend­ 
ment favoring the employment of apprentices 
on 6hips of the United States. 
John Roach, of Chester, Pa., gave his 
views upon the present condition of the car­ 
rying trade of the country, and the best way 
to revive its former prosperity. 
After pay­ 
ing his respects to Congress by saying it was 
made up of too many lawyers and not enough 
merchants and business men, he came to the 
question of subsidies, aud said he hoped the 
Government would never give a cent to any 
individual or private parties, but that sub­ 
sidies be broader, extending from Maine to 
Texas, allowing all American shipowners to 
share alike. 
He did not want auy subsidy 
himself, but the difficulty was how to drive 
Great Britain out of the carrying trade. 
During the last ten years 640,000 tons of 
shipping has disappeared from the United 
States. 
Taxation and other burdens have 
put it under foreign flags. Entering into the 
diseuBsionof ship-building in comparison with 
that of locomotive building, he said every­ 
thing that enters into the construction of 
locomotives also enters into the construction 
of ships. We build locomotives and send 
them to all parts of the world. 
At the conclusion of Roach’s speech the 
committee of nine reported, and upon their 
recommendation the following resolutions 
were adcpted : That permission should be 
granted to take goods of foreign production 
or manufaeture out of boud free of duty, 
when such goods are to be taken as stores on­ 
board any ship bound from a port iu the 
United States to a foreign port, or to any 
United States port on the Pacific ocean ; 
that as property invested in shipping derives 
its protection from the Government of the 
United States, and as said property is sub­ 
ject to taxation by the Government, it should 
be exempt from all local municipal taxation 
by a special act of Congress, deriving a net 
income only subject to such taxation; that 
the Government assist in the establishment 
and maintenance 
of American lines 
of 
steamships, built and owned in the United 
States, from our own ports to important for­ 
eign ports, by the payment of proper sums 
of money for the transportation of mails to 
such lines as will render the most effective 
service, and without such substantial aid such 
lines, so important to the progress and pros­ 
perity of the nation, cannot exist in competi­ 
tion with the subsidized steam fleets of other 
countries. 
The discussion of the day was npon the 
advisability of free ships, and William H. 
Lincoln opened with a long speech, in which 
he took strong grounds in favor of putting 
our shipping upon an equal footing, both as 
regards original cost, expense of equipment 
and support at sea, with that of foreign na­ 
tions. 
Iu 1850 there was carried in American 
vessels near three-fold the amount taken by 
foreign vessels, and in 1879 the position was 
reversed. Ships and barks built in the United 
States in 1855 numbered 381 ; in 1856, 300 ; 
in 187H, 81; in 1879, 37. 
It is most remark­ 
able that despite the boasts made that iron 
ships can be built at the same price in this 
country as upon the Clyde, that there is not 
a single iron sailing ship under our own flag. 
While other nations are privileged to buy in 
the cheapest market, we are excluded, and 
for the purpose, we are told, of protect­ 
ing American industry. The grain fleet 
dispatched from New York last year num­ 
bered 2,987 vessels, 
carrying 102,312,068 
bushels. 
Of the vessels, l,075were steamers, 
carryiug 42,42G,535 bushels, the remaining 
1.822 being sailing vessels, carrying 59,891,­ 
033 bushels. 
All this tonnage included not 
one American steamer, and only 6even sail­ 
ing vessels were American. 
I t is estimated 
that over §100,000,000 per annum are paid to 
foreign vessels for the transportation of our 
produce. 
Give us ships as cheap as other 
nations furnish them, and the same advan­ 
tages 
in regard to maintaining 
them, 
and that 
is all 
we ask. 
Some timid 
persons 
tear that 
if 
any 
breach 
in 
the 
wall 
of 
protection 
is 
effected 
it will invite assault upon the whole tariff 
system, bnt our shipping occupies a different 
position from all other interests of the coun­ 
try. Our vessels must be brought into com­ 
petition with those of every other nation, and 
the desired changes relate only to our foreign 
trade. 
The parties foremost in urging the 
removal of restrictions upon navigation would 
as earnestly oppose any measures that would 
cause the great industries of the nation to 
suffer. Captain Osborn claimed that British 
gold was largely used in this country for the 
purpose of influencing and creating public 
opinion favoring free trade in ships. 
He 
charged that there is to-day a foreign fine of 
steamers using the ports of the United States, 
intending in case of a foreign war to put them 
under tho American flag. 
Goss of Maine claimed that he was the 
largest wooden ship builder in the United 
States, and expressed the opinion that this 
was a transition period, and that the present 
laws, if left alone, would be all-sufficient in 
the future. 
He asked no favors of this or 
any other country in the construction of 
ships, and called attention to the circum­ 
stance that the agitation of the free ship 
question was always most prominent when 
England was threatened with a foreign war. 
H. H. Adams of Cleveland defended the 
protective tariff of the country, after which 
the Convention ageeed to vote on the resolu­ 
tion to-morrow.

Pond then procured Davis' arrest upon a 
warrant in which be was charged with ob­ 
taining goods from a colored man by false 
pretenses. Davis was convicted, and sen­ 
tenced to receive thirty nine lashes, and to 
be imprisoned six months.

The letter was written on the 29th of August, 
1879, more than thirteen months ago, and was 
left at Cape Serdze-Kamen, and from thence 
it was seut to St. Petersburg, and we are in­ 
debted to the_ courtesy of the Russian Gov­ 
ernment for its transmission to the Herald. 
The Jeannette, it would seem from the letter 
of De Long, stopped at Siberia to learn tid­ 
ings of Nordenskjold. When De Long was 
Beeking Nordenskjold in Siberia, the gallant 
Swede was approaching Japan. The officers 
and men of the Jeannette were all well, and 
on leaving Siberia pushed toward Wrangel 
Land. 
Indeed, the Jeannette was sighted 
by whalers some 30 miles south of Herald 
Island five days later, thus proving how De 
Long was keeping his word. We trust the 
next news from the Jeannette will not only 
be as satisfactory as we print this morning, 
but will tell of the heroic endeavors and of 
the achievements bringing new renown to the 
American name.”

tween that country aud the United States. 
The companies to which concessions have 
been made are the Mexican Central Railroad 
Company, a corporation organized under a 
charter from Ma-sachusetts, and the National 
Mexican Railway Construction Compauy, a 
corporation made up of the Sulfivau-Paliuer 
party, which has hitherto been connected 
with 
the 
Denver 
and 
Rio 
Grande 
Railroad. 
The 
Mexican 
Central 
Com­ 
pany Is building a line from the City 
of Mexico northward to the city of Leon, 
262 miles. 
About 35 miles from Celaya to 
Salamanaca are in operation, and a section 
extending from the City of Mexico, about 37 
miles, is expected tn be finished about No­ 
vember 27th. 
Ou November 30th Diaz re­ 
tires from the Presidency, and every effort is 
being made to have a section ready for formal 
inauguration by him before that date. The 
new concession gives the Mexican Central 
Company the right to extend its line from 
Leon to El Paso del Norte, on the Rio 
Grande frontier of New Mexico, where it 
will meet with the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railroad. The Southern Pacific ot 
California, the Texas Pacific, the Galveston, 
Harrisburg and San Antonio and Sonora 
Railways are now being contracted from 
Guayinas. 
The company is also authorized 
by this law to construct a lin6 to the port of 
Mszatlau from auy convenient point on its 
line from the City of Mexico between the 
cities of Leon and Arguas Calientes, passing 
through the city of Guadalajara. 
The total 
mileage thus authorized is estimated to be 
about 1,400 miles to the National Mexican 
Railway Construction Company. 
Another concession grants the privilege of 
building a road from the City of Mexico to 
the Pacific coast at the port of Manzanillo, 
passing through the cities of Toluca, Morelia 
and Siaucorda. 
To aid this line a subsidy of 
§7,000 per kilometer, equivalent to about 
§11,200 per mile, is granted. 
The same com­ 
pany is also granted the right to build a road 
from a point on the above-mentioned line to 
the State of Miehoacan, west of the City of 
Mexico, northward through the cities of 
Celaya, San Luis Potosi, Saltillo and Mon­ 
terey, to a convenient point on the Texan 
frontier between Laredo and Eagle Pass on 
the Rio Grande, where a counection is ex­ 
pected with tho International and Great 
Northern Railroad, now constructing the ex­ 
tension of its lines south of San Antonio, and 
with n probable branch from the Galveston, 
Harrisburg and San Antonio road in its ex­ 
tension to El Paso for a connection with the 
Southern Pacific, Mexican Central, Sonora 
and other roads. The subsidy to this liiae is 
fixed at §6,500 per kilometer.
